This  was  it!  We  the  frosh  of  "49"  were  now  in  High  School.  This 
year  we  nnade  new  friends  with  the  Freshmen  from  Freedom  School 
who  joined  our  class.  There  were  17  bright  and  shining  faces  who 
were  maybe  a  little  more  awed  than  we  were.  Our  class  roll  read 
as  thirty-six.  During  our  first  class  meeting  we  elected  as  our 
officers:  president  -  Marilyn  Drewes,  vice-president  -  Henry  Buch- 
hop,  secretary  -  Marvin  Behnfeldt,  treasurer  -  Marlene  Gerken.
